Notre.—Dahlias are as easily raised from seeds as Zinnias, and bloom the first season. The roots may be Kept 
over winter for future service by digging in autumn when the ground is wet, drying the clumps with the earth 
adhering, and storing on an upper shelf in a frost-proof cellar.
